Claims Credit for Pros- 
perity and for Longer 
Life Span; Pledges Cool- 
idge Policies.

New York, October 22.—(/)—Her- 

bert Hoover received tonight in the 
home town of his democratic oppo- 
nen the greatest ovation of his cam- 
paign for the presidency. A throng 
that jammed Madison Square Garden 


‘gave the republican presidential can- 


didate two long sustained ovations, 
the first marking tis arrival at the 


garden and the second at his appear- 


ance before the microphone to deliver 
the final speech of his campaign in 
the east. It was estimated that the 
ovation lasted 16 minutes. 

After the cheers which greeted his 
appearance had died away, the re- 
publican standard bearer laid before 
the neighbors ef Governor Alfred E. 
Smith a contention that the opposition 
party had brought into the campaign 
proposals on farm relief, prohibition 
and electrical power which constituted 
an abandonment of the tenets of the 
democrats in favor of “state social- 
ism.” 

Striking out at the opposition more 
vigorously than at any other time in 
the campaign, Hoover said that it 
was proposed that the country change 
from prohibition to the state purchase 
and sale of liquor; that the goverpn- 
ment should directly or indirectly buy 
and sell, fix prices of agricultural 
products and go into the hydro-elec- 
tric power business. 

Hoover declared that the working 
out of this program would destroy po- 
litical equality and would increase 
rather than decrease abuse and ‘Cor- 
ruption. 

“It would stifle initiative and in- 
vention,” he said amidst a burst of 
applause. “It would undermine the 
development and Ieadership. It would 
cramp and cripple the spiritual ener- 
gies of our people. It would extinguish 
equality in opportunity. It would dry 
up the spirit of liberty and progress.”’ 

“You are all right, Herbert,” one 
spectator cried above the din of ap- 
plause which greeted Hoover's declara- 
tion that he knew the adoption of 
methods of government in. business 
would “strike at the very roots of 
American life and would destroy the 
very basis of American progress.” 

There was another expression of 
approval as the candidate said he 
knew the American people could solve 
their great problems without abandon- 
ment of the American system. 

As Hoover approached the end of 
his speech many people began to leave 
and several hundred seats in the upper 
galleries were vacant before he con- 
clud 

There was no dimimution, however, 
of the enthusiasm of those who re- 
mained. 

Another roar of approval swept the 
arena when Hoover pictured his con- 
ception of America as a place where 
“every man shall be respected in the

NAVAL AGREEMENT 
I) MADE PUBLIC 


Text Shows Report of 
Secret Clauses. Has No 
Foundation; . England 

' Agrees on Army. 


London, October 22.—(#)—A full 
history of the inception and negotia- 
tion of the naval compromise between 
France and Great Britain, which has 
been the object of so much contention, 
suspicion and cofijecture, has at last 
been published by the British foreign 
office. 

The fact that the government has 
so long and persistently withheld the 
matter from the public despite strong 
press demands for publication, led 
to all kinds of reports of secret clauses. 
These reports appear to have had lit- 
tle basis beyond the fact that the 
British government has given reluc- 
tant recognition of the French views 
with regard to army reserves as the 
price of securing a naval agreement. 

Lord Cushendun, acting foreign 


minister in the absence of Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, explains that the only 


reason of withholding publication: of 
the papers was the fear of embarrass- 
ing other governments by what might 
have seemed an attempt to force their 
hand. 

The publication .f the papers of 
this juncture is regarded by the press 
and the public as having historic, 
rather than immediate importance, as 


the terms of the agreement are being 
opposed by the United States and 


Italy and the compromise is consider- | 


ed as already dead. 
The text of the agreement follows: 
“Limitations which the disarmament 


conference will have to determine will | 


deal with four classes of warships: 

“1. Capital ships, that is, ships of 
over 10,000 tons or with guns of more 
than S-inch caliber. 

2. Aircraft carriers of over 10.- 
000 tons. 

3. Surface vessels of or below 10.- 
000 tons armed with-guns of more than 
6-inch and up to 8-inch caliber. 

“4. Ocean-going submarines, that is, 
overd 600 tons. 

“The Washington treaty regulates 
limitations in classes one and two and 
the disarmament conference will] only 
have to consider the method of ex- 
tending these limitations to powers 
non-signatory to this treaty. 

“As regards classes, classes 3 and 
4, the final disarmament conference 
will fix a miximum tonnage applica- 
ble to all powers, which no power 
will be allowed to exceed for the to- 
tal of vessels in each of these re- 
spective categories during the period 
covered by the convention. Within 
this maximum limit each power will 
at the -final conference indicate for 
each of these categories the tonnage 
they propose to reach, and which they 
undertake not to exceed during the 
period covered by the conyention.” | 

"he compromise, or @greement it- 
self, is a brief document, but the 
white paper consists of 45 pages, 
starting with a large number of ex- 
tracts “of speeches delivered at the 
meetings of the preparatory commis- 
sion on disarmament by the statesmen 
of different nationalities, leading up 
to the break between the British and 
French governments and the opening 
of new pourpariers last March in an 
effort to arrive at some sort of a 
compromise.

' Refusal of the United States. su- 
preme court to review the decision 
of the ninth circuit court of appeals 
in Carson's patent infringement case 
against the Anaconda Copper company 
means, attorneys said, that the one- 


(ime prospector and inventor is in a 
position to collect approximately $20,- 
000,000 from the Anaconda and vari- 
ous other companies. 

The invention claimed by-Carson is 
said to be used almost universally in 
the copper producing industry in this 
country. 

Carson will not receive all the 
money expected to be recovered for 
the infringements, however, as he was 
too poor to finance the litigation 
and assigned his rights to the Car- 
son Investment company in which a 
group of San Francisco capitalists 
are interested. However he is a 
stockholder with the result that he 
will have a good share of the potential 
millions. 


Attorneys for the inventor declared 


that Carson, who is 60 years old; 
would very soon be a “multimillion- 


aire.” | 

Aceording to Miller and Boyken, 
Carson's attorneys here, all that re- 
mains to be done is to complete the 
accounting which a firm of. account- 
ants has under way in Tacoma. The 
companies 
settle on the basis of the accountiug 
in view of today’s supreme court ac- 
tion. Auticipating an advers@ decision 
one of the smaller firms involved set- 
tled last week.

U. S. Supreme Court Re- 
fuses To Interfere With 
Seizure of Vessels With! 
out Manifests. | 


Washington, October 22.—(4)—The 
supreme court refused today te inter- 
fere with the seizure by the govern- 
ment of foreign ships carrying liquor 
sivhted within territorial waters and 
found to be without manifests showing 
destinations to be the United 


The decisions of the lowes federal 
courts in several cases were thus per- 
mitted to stand. Three of these arose 
in New York from the seizure of two 
schooners, the “Mistinguette’” under 
the French flag and the “Rosie M 
B.” under the British flag, and the 


seizure of a British’ schooner “Vinces” 
off Charleston, S. C. 

The “Mistinguette” was seized four | 
and a half miles off Long Island with | 
a eargo of liquor valued at $108,000, ee 
the Rosie M. B. eleven miles off Long; 
Island with a small cargo of malt} 
and malt liquor while the Vinces had | 
aboard liquor ‘valued at about $73,000. | | 

The government contended in the 
trial of these cases and «as supported 


by the trial courts that the schooners 
had been sighted within territorial wa- 
ters and pursued to sea. Notwith- 
standing vigorous protests of the for- 
eign captains that they had cleared 
from Miquelon and Nova Scotia for 
Nassau, British West Indies, and their 
challenge of United States’s jurisdic- 
tion beyond the three mile limit when 
there was no evidence that they had 
the presence of the liquor laden for- 
eign ships within the territorial wa- 
ters warranted the conclusion that the 
cargoes were to be landed on our 
shores. 

The declaration of the lower courts 
that under such circumstances foreign 
ships could be seized when unable to 
produce manifests showing that their 
cargo was destined for -the United 
States seemingly met the approval of 
the supreme court because in each 
case it refused a review. The action 
left effective the decisions of the lower 
courts, enabling the government to 
seize and condemn all foreign ships 
hovering along the coast line within 
territorial waters when they have no 
manifest for a landing in the United 
States, even though the captains are 
able to show that they cleared for 
ports in other countries,

ROAD PATROLMEN 
TO AIDOBSERVANCE| 
OF AUTO TAG LAW| 


Road patrolmen of the state high- 
| way department will cooperate with 
the state motor vehicle department in 
enforcing the automobile license tag 
laws in Georgia beginning with the 
sale of the 1929 tags which will open 
January 1, 1929, it was announced 
Monday by George H. Carswell, sec- 
retary of state, in whose department 
the motor vehicle tag bureau is le- 
cated. 

It was announced that the highway 
; department has agreed to provide as 
| much cooperation from road patrolmen 
as possible. They will report all per- 
isons driving automobiles over state 
| highways whose machines are not 
| equipped with the proper license tags. 

Mr. Carswell also announced that 
license tags will be sold in regular 
‘order this year and that no special 
numbers will be held for persons. He 
, also announced that the sale will last 
from January 1 to February 1, one 
month, instead of until March 1, two 
months as heretofore. Penalties for 
failure to purchase tags by February 
1 will be applied after that date. Sec- 
retary Carswell said considerable 
money will be saved in salaries paid 
extra workers by limiting the sale to 
one month. 


U.S. SUPREME COURT 


HEARS ARGUMENTS 
IN GEORGIA CASE 


Arguments in a Georgia case ap- 
pealed to the United States supreme 
court were heard before that body in 


Washington Monday, according to 
news received at the state capitol. 
The case was that of Drs. Talbert W. 
Hughes and Nathan A. Hughes, ap- 
pealed from Fulton county to the 
state supreme court and thence to the 
United States supreme court. 

The physicians sought to prevent 
the state board of medical examiners 
from cancelling their licenses. The 
supreme court declined, however, to 
hear counsel for the board, after coun- 
sel for the physicians had completed 
his argument, and this indicates in 
the practice of the court that the cases 
will be dismissed at an early day for 
want of jurisdiction.

It is sufficient to re- 
mind you of the restoration of employ- 


streets in idleness; to remind you 
of the creation of the budget system; 
the reduction of six billions. of nation- 
al debt which gave the powerful im- 
pulse of that vast sum returned to 
industry ag! commerce; the four se- 
quent reductions of taxes and thereby 
the lift to the living of every family: 
the enactment of adequate protective 
tariff and immigration laws which 
have safeguarded our workers and 
farmers from floods of goods and labor 
from foreign countries; the creation 
of credit facilities and many other 
aids to agriculture; the building up of 
foreign trade; the care of veterans; 
the development of aviation, of radio, 
of our inland waterways, of our high- 
ways; the expansion of scientific re- 
search, of welfare activities, the mak- 
ing of safer highways, safer mines, bet- 
ter Homes: the spread of outdoor rec- 
reation; the improvement in public 
Lealth and the care of children; and 
a score of other progressive actions, 

“Nor do I need to remind you that 
government today deals with an econ- 
omic and social system vastly more 
intricate and delicately adjusted than 
ever before. That system now must be 
kept in perfect tune if we would main- 
tain uninterrupted employment and 
the high standards of living of our 
people. The government has come to 
touch this delicate web at a thousand 
points. Yearlv the relations of gov- 
ernment to national prosperity become 
more and more intimate. Only through 
keen vision and helpful cooperation 
by the government has stability in 
business and stability in employment 
been maintained during this past seven 
and a half years. There always are 
some localities, some industries and 
some individuals who do not share the 
prevailing prosperity. The task of 
government is to lessen these inequal- 
ities. 

No Competition With Citizens. 

“Never has there been a period when 
the federal government has given such 
aid and impulse to the progress of our 
people, not alone to economic progress 
but to the development of those agen- 
cies which make for moral and spirit- 
ual progress. 

“But in addition to this great record 
of contributions of the republican par- 
ty to progress, there has been a furth- 
er fundamental contribution—a _ con- 
tribution underlying and sustaining all 
the others—and that is the resistance 
of the republican party to every at- 
tempt to inject the government into 
business in competition with its citi- 
zens. After the war, when the re 
publican party assumed administra- 
tion of the country, we were faced 
with the problem of determination of 
the very nature of our national life. 
During 150. years we have builded up 
a form of self-government and a social 
system which is peculiarly our own. 
It differs essentially from all others in 
the world. r 

Socialism of War. 

“During the war we necessarily turn- 
ed to the government to solve every 
difficnlt economic problem. The gov- 
ernment having absorbed every energy 
of our people for war, there was no 
other solution. For the preservation 
of the state the federal government 
became a centralized despotism which 
undertook unprecedented responsibili- 
ties, assumed autotratic powers, and 
took over the business of citizens. To 
a large degree we regimented our 
whole people temporarily into a so- 
cialistic state. However, justified in 
time of war, if continued in peace time 
it would destroy not only our Ameri- 
can system but with it our progress 
and freedom as well. 

When. the war closed, thé most vi- 
tal of all issues both in our own coun- 
try and throughout the work! was 
whether governments should continue 
their wartime ownership and operation 
of many instrumentalities of produc- 
tion and distribution. ~ 
“When the republican party came 
into full power it went at once 
resolutely back to our fundamental 
conception of the state and the rights 
and responsibilities of the individual. 
Thereby it restored confidence and 
hope in the American people, it freed 
and stimulated enterprise, it restored 
the government to its position as an 
umpire instead of a player in the eco- 
nomic game. For these reasons the 
American people have gone forward 
in progress while the rest of the 
world has halted, and some countriés 
have even gone backward. If anyone 
will study the causes of retarded rTe- 
cuperation in Europe he will find 
much of it due to the stifling of pri- 
vate initiative on one hand and over- 
loading of the government with busi- 
ness on the other. 

“There has been revived in this cam- 
paign, however, a series of proposals 
which, if adopted, would be a _ long 
step toward the abandonment of our 
American system and a surrender to 
the destructive operation of govern- 
mental conduct of commercial business. 
Because the country is faced with dif- 
ficulty and doubt over certain na- 
tional problems—that is, prohibition, 
farm relief and electrical power—our 
opponents propose that we must 
thrust government a long way into the 
businesses which give rise to these 
problems. In effect, they abandon the 
tenets of their own party and turn to 
state socialism as a solution for the 
difficulties presented by all three. It 
is proposed that we shall change from 
prohibition to the state purehase and 
sale of liquor. If their agricultural 
relief program means ps ie it 
means that the government shall di- 
rectly or indirectly buy and sell and 
fix prices of agricultural products, 
And we are to go into the hydro- 
electric power business. In other 
words, we are confronted with a huge 
program of government about to ven- 
ture in business, 

Reaches Every Citizen. 

“There is, therefore, submitted to 
the American people a question of 
fundamental principle. That is: 


of our American political and eco- 
nomic system, upon which we have 
advanced beyond all the rest of the 
world, in order to adopt methods 
based on principles destructive of its 
yery foundations? And 1 wish to em- 
phasize i 
posals. I wish fo have my position 
clear, for this goes to the very roots 
of American Jife and progress. 

“1 ghould like to state to you the 
effect that this projection of govern- 
ment in business would have upon our 
system of self government. and our 
economic system. That effect would 
reach to the daily life of every man 
and woman. It woukl impair the 
yery basis of liberty and freedom not 
only for those left outside the fold of 
expanded bureaucracy but for those 
embraced within it. . | 

“Tet us first see the effect upon 
self-government. When the ‘federal 
government undertakes to go into com- 
mercial business it must at once 
up the organization and administra- 
tion of that business, and it imme- 
diately finds itself in a labyrinth, 
every alley of which leads to the de- 
struction of self-government. 

“Commercial businese requires a 
concentration of responsibility. Self-

rue, every time the federal gov- 
ernment goes into a commercial busi- 
ness 531 senators and congressmen be- 
come the actual board of directors of 
that business. Every time a state gov- 
ernment goes into business one or two 
hundred state seriators and legislators 
become the actual directors of that 
business. HE\ven if they were supermen 
and if there were no politics in the 
United States, no body of such num- 
bers could competently direct commer- 
cial activities, for that requires initia- 
tive, instant decision, and action. It 
took congress six years of constant 
discussion to even decide what the 
method of administration of Muscle 
Shoals should be. 

“When the federal government un- 
dertakes to go into business, the state 
governments are at once deprived of 
control and taxation of that business; 
when a state government undertakes 
to go into business # at once deprives 
the municipalities of taxation and con- 
trol of that business. Municipalities, 
being lecal and close to the people, 
can, at times, succeed in business where 
_— and state governments must 
ail. 

“We have trouble enough with log 
rolling in legislative bodies today. It 
originates naturally from desires of 
citizens to advance their particular 
section or to secure some necessary 
service. It would be multiplied a 
thousand-fold were the federal and 
State governments in these businesses. 

Hits Government Control. 

“The effect upon our economic prog- 
ress would be even worse. Business 
progressiveness is dependent on com- 
petition. New methods and new ideas 
are the outgrowth of the spirit of ad- 
venture, of individual initiative and of 
individual enterprise. Without adven- 
ture there is no progress. No govern- 
ment administration can rightly take 
chances with taxpayers’ njoney. 

‘There is no better example of the 
practical incompetence of government 
to conduct business than the history 
of our railways. During the war the 
government found it necessary to op- 
erate the railways. That operation 
continued until after the war. In the 
year before being freed from govern- 
ment operation they were not able to 
meet the demands for transportation. 
Kight years later we find them under 
private enterprise transporting 15 per 
cent more goods and meeting every de- 
mand for service. Rates have been 
reduced by 15 per cent and net earn- 
ings increased from less than 2 per 
cent on their valuation to about 5 per 
cent. Wages of employees have im- 
proved by 13 per cent. The wages of 
railway employees are today 121 per 
cent above pre-war, while the wages 
of government employees are today 
only 65 per cent above pre-war. That 
should be a_ sufficient commentary 
upon the efficiency of government op- 
eration. 

Quotes Samuel Gompers. 

“Let us now examine this question 
from the point of view of the person 
who may get a government job and is 
admitted into the new bureaucracy. 
Upon that subject let me quote from a 
speech of that great leader of labor, 
Samuel Gompers, delivered in Mon- 
treal in 1920, a few years before his 
death. He said: 

“*] believe there is no man to whom 
I would take second position in my 
loyalty to the republic of the United 
States, and yet I would not give it 
more power over the individual citi- 
zenship of our county 

“It isa question of whether it shall 
be government ownership or private 
ownership under control. ages | Ee 
were in the minority of one in this 
convention, I would want to cast my 
vote so that the men of laber shall not 
willingly enslave themselves to govern- 
ment authority in their industrial ef- 
fort for freedom... . 

“*Let the future tell the story of 
who is right or-who is wrong: ‘who 
has stood for freedom and who has 
been willing to submit their fate in- 
dustrially to the government.’ 

“I would amplify Mr. Gompers’ state- 
The great body of government 
employees which would be created by 
the proposals of our opponents would 
either comprise a political machine at 
the disposal.of the party in power, 
or alternatively, to prevent this, the 
government by stringent civil-service 
rules must debar its employees from 
their full political rights as free men 

Must Have Competition. 


“It must limit them in the liberty 
to bargain for their own wages, for 
no government employee can. strike 
against his government and thus 
against the whole |eople. 


* 


ter. Their bargaining does not rest 
uy m economic need or economic 
strength but on political potence. 

“But what of those who are outside 
the bureaucracy what is the effect 
upon their lives? 

“The area of enterprise and oppor- 
tunity for them to serve and rise is at 
once limited. 

“Bureaucracy is ever desirous of 
spreading its influence and its power. 
You cannot extend the mastery of the 
government over the daily working 
life of a people without at the same 
time making it the master of the peo- 
ple’s souls and thoughts. Every ex- 
pansion of government in business 
means that government in -order to 
protect itself from the political con- 
sequences of its errors and wrongs 
is driven irresistibly without peace to 
greater and greater control of the na- 
tion’s press and platform. Free speech 
does not live many hours after free 
industry and free commerce die. 

“It is a false liberalism that inter- 
prets itself into the government oper- 
ation of commercial business. Every 
step of bureaucratizing of the business 
of our country. poisons the very roots 
of liberalism—that is, political equali- 
ty, free speech, free assembly, free 
press, and equality of opportunity. It 
is the road not to more liberty, but 
to less liberty. Liberalism should be 
found not striving to spread burean- 
eracy but striving to set bounds to 
it. True liberalism seeks all legiti- 
mate freedom first in the confident 
belief that without such freedom the 

ymursuit of all other blessings and 

nefits is vain. That belief is the 
foundation of all American progress, 
political as well as economic. 

To Hold Resources. 

“T do not wish to be misunderstood 
in this statement. I am defining a 
general policy. It does not mean that 
our government is to part with one 
iota of its national resources without 
complete protection to the public in- 
terest. I have already stated that 
where the government is engaged in 
public works for purposes of flood 
control, of navigation, of irrigation, 
of scientific research, of national de- 
fense, or in pioneering a new art, it 
will at times necessarily produce 
power or commodities as a by-product. 

ut they must be a by-product of the 
major nurpose, not the major purpose 
itsé lf, 

“I feel deeply on this subject because 
during the war I had some practical 
experience with governmental opera- 
tion and control. ‘I have witnessed 
not only at home but abroad the many 
failures.of government in business, I 
have seen its tyrannies, its injustices, 
its destructions of self-government, its 
undermining of the very instincts 
which apg : our people forward to 
progress, have witnessed the lack 
of advance, the lowered standards of 
lying. the depréssed spirits of people 
working under such a system. My ob« 
jection is based upon theory or 
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system is p 
any new and intricate devel 
our economic and business life. 
ted that we can meet 
any economic problem and still main- 
tain our democracy as master in its 
own house and that we can at the 
same time preserve equality of oppor- 
tunity and individual freedom. 

“In the last fifty years we have dis- 
covered that mass production will pro- 
duce articles for us at half the cost 
they required previously. We have 
seen the resultant growth of large 
units of production and distribution. 
This ix big business. Many businesses 
must be bigger for our tools are nig 
ger. Our country is bigger. We 
nov build a single dynamo of 100,000 
horsepower. Even fifteen years ago 
that would have been a big business 
all by itself. Yet today advance in 
production requires that we set ten of 
these units together in a row. 

Regulation of Industry. 

‘The American people from bitter ex- 
perience have a rightful fear that 
great business units might be used to 
dominate our industrial life and by 
illegal and unethical practices destroy 
equality of opportunity. Ne 

“Yearsago the republican adminis- 
tratioa established the principle that 
such evils could be cerrected Dy regu- 
lation, It developed methods by which 
abuses could be prevented while the 
full value of industrial progress could 
be retained for the public, It insisted 
upon the principle that when great 
public utilities were clothed with the 
security of partial monopoly, whether 
it be railways, power plants, tele- 
phones or what not, then there must 
be the fullest and most complete con- 
trol of rates, services and finances by 
government or local agencies. It de- 
clared that these businesses must be 
conducted with glass pockets, 


“Ags to our great manufacturing and* 


distributing industries, the republican 
party insisted upon the enactment 0 
laws that not only would maintain 
competition but would destroy con- 
spiracies to destroy the smaller units 
or dominate and limit the cent? of 
opportunity amongst our people. 

“¥ Institutions Not Perfect. 

“One of the great problems of gov- 
ernment is to determine to what ex- 
tent the government shall regulate and 
control commerce and industry and 
how much it shall leave it alone. No 
system is perfect. We have had many 
abuses in the private conduct of busi- 
ness. That every good citizen re- 
sents. It is just as important that 
business keep out of government as 
that government keep out of business. 

“Nor am I setting up the contention 
that our institutions are perfect. No 
human ideal is ever perfectly attained, 
since humanity itself is not’ perfect. 

“The wisdom of our forefathers in 
their conception that progress can 
only be attained as the sum of the ar- 
complishment of free individuals has 
been re-enforced by all of the great 
leaders of the country since that day. 
McKin- 
ley, Roosevelt, Wilson and Coolidge 
hava, stood unalterably for these prin- 
ciples. 

“And what have been the results of 
our American system? Our country 
has become the land of opportunity to 
those born without inheritance, not 
merely because of the wealth of its 
resources and industry but because of 
this freedom of initiative and enter- 
prise. Russia has natural resources 
equal to ours. Her people are equally 
industrious, but she has not had the 
blessings of 150 years of our form of 
government and of our social system. 


Progress Answers Opponents. 


“By adherence to the principles of 
decentralized self-government, ordered 
liberty, eqnal opportunity and _ free- 
dom to the individual our American 
experiment in human welfare has 
yielded a degree of well-being un- 
paralleled in all the world, It has 
come nearer to the aboltion of pov- 
erty, to the abolition of fear of want, 
than humanity has ever reached be- 
fore. Progress of the past seven years 
is the proof of it. This alone fur- 
nishes the answer to our opponents 
who ask us to introduce destructive 
elements into the system by which this 
hag, been accomplished. 

Bet us see what this system has 
done for us in our recent years of 
difficult and trying reconstruction and 
let us then solemnly ask ourselves if 
we now wish to abandon it. 

“As a nation we came out of the 
war with great losses. We made no 
profits from it. The apparent in- 
creases in wages were at that time 
fictitious. We were poorer as a na- 
tion when we emerged from the war. 
Yet during these last eight years we 
have recovered from these losses and 
increased our national] income bv over 
one-third even if we discount the in- 
flation of the dollar.

Suit against members and officers 
of the Southern Baptist home missicn 
board, Joel Hunter & Co., and the 


United States Fidelity and Guaranty 
company seeking to hold them liable 
for the shortage of Clinton 8. Carnes 
as treasurer of the mission board, was 
dismissed Monday by Superior Judge 
G. H. Howard. 

Judge Howard’s order dismissing the 
action came after he had sustained a 
general demurrer filed by all the de- 
fendants and the demurrer had been 
argued nearly three hours by attor- 
neys for the defense and Walter R. 
Brown, prominent Baptist layman, the 
petitioner. 

Mr. Brown's suit, which was filed 
shortly after the alleged Carnes’ de- 
falcations had been revealed, original- 
ly sought merely to conserve the as- 
sets of the- board but later was 
amended to make the Hunter com- 
pany, the bonding company and the 
missic.. board individuals responsible. 
Judge Howard, upon receiving the 
first plea, signed a restraining order 
forbidding the mission board from 
making a settlement with the bonding 
cor pany and in announcing his de- 
cision Monday he explained that he 
had enjoined the settlement previous 
to a receiver having been appointed 
to assume charge of the Carnes’ hold- 
ings. He added that inasmuch as the 
receives had been appointed by the 
DeKalb superior court since he issued 
the temporary order, the order was 


ino longer necessary. 


Powell Enters Demurrer. 


Judge A. G. Powell entered the de- 
murrer as attorney for the mission 
board, alleging that the plaimtiff had 
failed to show any cause for action 
and challenging his right to enter the 
suit, asserting that the mission board 
was a creature of the Southern Bap- 
tist convention and therefore respon- 
sible to the executive committee of 
the convention and not to any inidi- 


vidual members of the «church. Judge | 


Powell cited similar cases which had 
been decided on in favor of corpora- 
tion directorates by the Georgia su- 
preme court. 

Grover Middlebrooks represented 
the bonding company which bonded 
Carnes to the extent of $50,000. Mr. 
Brown charged that the company had 
failed to investigate Carnes’ record, 
asserting that had it done so the 
Carnes bond would not have been post- 
ed anc. he would never had obtained 
his position with the mission board, 
Mr. Middlebrooks asserted that it was 
the duty of the company to assume 
whatever bonds they saw fit with or 
without investigation but that they 
could not be held responsible for any 
person they bonded beyond the amount 
for which he was bonded. 

RB. P. Gambrell appeared for the 
Joel Hunter & Co., demurring on the 
ground that the Hunter company was 
not responsible for the future con- 
duct of any person they once had in 
their employ or had recommended for 
any position. 

In his decision, Judge Howard de- 
clared that he believed, with the at- 
torne for the mission board, that 
Mr. Brown should first have appealed 
to the executive committee of the

The dominion of Caesar at Rome 
had been spread over Palestine and 
the Jews made his conquered sub- 
jects.

THE CHANGING TREND OF 


Thirty years agé a family practi- 
tioner could count on a fairly busy 
season with typhoid fever patients 
about this time of year. Today Be 
is father surprised if a case of typhoid 
occurs in his practice. It seems rea- 
sonable to attribute this change to‘ 
three causes, first, increasing intelli- 
gence on the part of the laity in re- 
gard to the typhoid hazard and the 
more careful personal hygiene and 
general sanitation better owledge 
insures; second, the immunization of 
a considerable portion of the popula- 
tioh by means of the typho bacterin 
or “vaccine” in the last 15 years; 
and third, a modification of the viru- 
lence.of the disease by natural evo- 
lution. 

For some diseases do undergo a 
considerable change in character in 
the course of a generation or two of 
human life. So careful and experi- 
enced an observer as Dr. Charles V.

How can I answer this charge, 
which I do not feel is true?/Please 
omit my address. 

I am not prepared to accept the 
statenient that “most modern novels 
are unfit as literature because of their 
immoral and degrading tone.” True, 
all too many rightly fall under your 
condemnation, but surely there are 
numerous and healthy exceptions, 

Moreover, fiction is not necessarily 
putrid because it depicts sensuality 
and libertinism. Its motives, methods 
of treatment and _ designed effects 
upon the reader have to be taken into 
account, Balzac’s “Cousin Betty” is 
a fearful tale of the witcheries and 
woes of fleshly adoration. But it 
leaves the normal mind deeply incens- 
ed against the vile and the base be- 
cause it portrays lust as a man-eat- 
ing tiger on the prowl, 

To suggest that the Old Testament 
is unclean literature is absurd. You 
have but to ask how much moral and 
physical disease and degradation pro- 
ceed therefrom to detect the absurd- 
ity. Perverts and degenerates do not 
name Israel’s sacred literature as the 
source of their undoing. 

Refined taste finds offensive ma- 
terial in the earlier books of the Bible. 
And why? Because they record life 
as it was and in such ways that its 
worst phases are beacon lights warn- 
ing men to steer clear of  forbid- 
den things. The same reasoning ap- 
plies to Shakespeare. He was — oc- 
easionally coarse and in rare moments 
lewd, after the manner of his age. But 
he was not leprous of soul, nor do 
his works defile. On the contrary, 
their terrific fidelity toe life makes 
hardened sinners blench and renders 
invaluable aid to lovers of decency 
and righteousness.

In Divorce Case

The case of Colonel John Millis 
against Mrs. Mary Raoul Millis, which 
occupied Monday's session of Fulton 
superior court before Judge Virlyn 
Moore, resulted in a verdict of the 
jury in favor of Colonel Millis. 

The parties to the suit were mar- 
ried in Atlanta, Ga., twenty-five years 
ago, Mrs. Millis being the daughter 
of the late Captain W. G. Raoul, and 
her husband being a colonel in the 


United States army. 

The evidence showed that in 1925 
Mrs. Millis filed in Fulton superior 
court a petition for divorce against 
her husband, service- being made by 
publication, and defendant being a 
resident of Cleveland, Ohio. 


Bill of Equity Filed. 


After final verdict and decree grant- 
ing a,total divorce between the par- 
ties Colonel] Millis filed in Fulton su- 
period court a bill in equity seeking 
to set aside both verdicts and the de- 
cree on the ground that he had had 
no notice of the pending proceedings 
for divorce and alleging that the plain- 
tiff had purposely refrained from fur- 
nishing the clerk of the court with 
his street and number address’ in 
Cleveland, Ohio, in orde> that he might 
not receive the notice of the publi- 
cation. 

A demurrer was filed to the bill in 
equity on the ground that the law of 
Georgia did not require plaintiff to 
furnish the clerk with defendant's 
street and number address, and that 
the address furnished the clerk, ‘‘Cleve- 
land, Ohio,” 
requirements of the law. 

The demurrer was sustained 
Judge Humphries who ruled that the 
address given was legally sufficient. 


Appeal Filed. 


To this ruling Colonel Millis filed 
an appeal to the supreme court of

“Tf we could point to a concession 
by the French in naval matters,” he 
said, “it would probably acquiesce in 
my yielding a Point o1 the military 
side. On the other hand, we could not 
abandon the British standpoint on the 
question of army reserves unless we 
could justify this concession by point- 
ing to a similar concessiog made to 
us in the naval sphere.” 

M. Briand undertook to submit the 
matter thus suggested to his govern- 
ment, After an exchange of further 
telk. and dispatches, the British Ad- 
miral Kelly early in June at. Geneva 
received the French proposals suggest- 
ing classification of four classes, 
namely, c: pital ships, aircraft car- 
riers, surface vessels of 10,000 tons, 
mounting bigger than six inch guns, 
and submarines. This was the first 
appearance of the proposals which 
eventually formed the basis of the 
Anglo-French agreement. 

On July 28 the British ambassador 
in Paris communicated to Foreign 
Minister Briand a note which embo- 
died the compromise which had been 
reached. 

The notification of compromise was 
sent to Washington in a telegram ad- 
dressed to Henry Chilton, British min- 
ister, who was in charge of the em- 
bassy there in the absence of Sir Es- 
me Howard. Similar notes were also 
sent to the British representatives in 
Rome and Tokyo.

IN COAL BLAST

mately two miles from the drift mouth. 

The blast, according to Robert Lilly, 
state mine inspector, who led the res- 
cue crews, occurred when a miner in 
removing slate fired ten sticks of dyna- 
mite without tamping the explosive. 
The miner, Lilly said, was B. B. Burk- 
hold, who was working at the time in 
No. 4 room on 8 right entry way. 

Approximately 60 miners were em- 
ployed in the immediate vicinity of the 
explosion, company officials said, but 
only those close to the spot where the 
blast occurred were affected. One man 
was taken from the mines overcome by 
gas, but was expected to recover. Res- 
cue crews said all the men in the mine 
had been accounted for. 

The bodies of the six miners were 
found in the room where Burkhold 
was alleged to have fired the dyna- 
mite. Three of the bodies, those of 
Burkhold, T. T. Durham and his son, 
Richard, were badly cut, burned and 
bruised, indicating they met instant 
death when the shot was fired, while 
the others, Laurino Reese, John Her- 
riston and Alfred Davis, the latter 
two negroes, were believed to have 
been suffocated by smoke and gas fol- 
lowing the explosion.

Drops Dead 


Death Believed Due to Heart 
Attack During Thrilling 
Dog Trials. 


Baltimore, October 22,—(4)—Jack 
Dunn, owner and manager of the 
Baltimore Orioles and an outstanding 
figure in minor league baseball cir- 
cles for many years, dropped dead 
from a heart attack today while rid- 
ing his horse at field dog trials at 
Lech Raven, near here. He was 55. 

His death occurred a few minutes 
after he remounted after chasing one 
of his dogs which had scared up a 
bird. While astride his horse, watch- 
ing another of his dogs in action 
here, Dunn slumped in his saddle 
and fell to the ground. . 

Died Instantly. 


Doctors, after examination, 
that he had died instantly. 

The Rey. J. T. Coolahan, Catholic 
priest, who was acting as one of the 
judges at the trials, administered the 
last rites for the dying. 

Dunn had been under doctors’ care 
for some time with a heart ailment 
which, friends declare, dated from the 
death of his son, Jack Dunn, Jr., five 
years ago. 

Mrs. Dunn, when notified of the 
death of her husband, was prostrated 
and is confined to her home. Oth- 
ers surviving the noted sportsman are 
a sister, Mrs. P. J. Spain; a brother. 
James Dunn, of Chicago, and a grand- 
son, Jack Dunn, LI. 

Owner of Orioles. 

Born in Meadville, Pa., on October 
6. 1874, Jack Dunn started his base- 
ball career on the sandlots. He rap- 
idly climbed the ladder in his chosen 
sport until he become sole owner of 
the Orioles. 

Under his leadership the Baltimore 
team won seven consecutive Interna- 
tional league championships from 
1919 to 1925. a record unequaled by 
anv other club. 

Dunn first played baseball with the 
Binghampton club in the late* nine- 
ties. He was known as a great pitch- 
er. Later he went to the Philadelphia 
National league .team, and in 1907 
was appointed manager of the Orioles. 
In 1910 he took over ownership of 
the club and since that time has been 
owner and manager of the team. 

His only other big interest, outside 
of his ball club, was-his string of fie!d 


dogs.

A number of stars in the major 
league ball clubs were developed in 
the game under Dunn’s — guidance. 
“Babe” Ruth found his start in or- 
ganized baseball with Dunn's team 
“Lefty” Grove, Joe Boley, Jack Bent- 
ley and George Earnshaw are among 
many others of the big. circuit who 
once played on the Orioles under 
Dunn.

MAJ. SEGRAVE 
TO USE RIFLE 
SIGHTS ON CAR 


London, * October 22.—(4#)—When 
Major H. O. D. Segrave goes hurt- 
ling over the sands of Daytona Beach. 
Fla., in the near future, at a speed 
of well over 200 miles per hour, he 
will steer his car by rifle sights. 
This is one of the features of his new 
car in which he hopes to attain a 
speed of 240 miles per hour, perhaps 
more. , 

Steering at so enormous a speed 
is of great difficulty. The 
slightest error when the car is going 
at four miles a minute would plunge 
it into the sea and mean disaster. 

Major Segrave will try to obviate 
this difficulty by steering the car with 
sights just like a rifle, and direct it 
just as a bullet is directed to its tar- 
get. 

The apparatus on the car consists 
of telescopic sights. These will be 
trained on. a bull’s eye target hanging 
from the goalposts, 26 feet apart. 
There will be another pair of goal 
posts, similarly equipped,‘ one mile 
away. 

Major Segrave will train his 
sights on the first of these targets 
when he is a distance of 4 1-2 miles 
away, and then start. As he hurtles 
under the first target suspended over 
the start of the timed distance he 
will pick up the second target and 
steer directly for. it. 

“It is quite impossible to steer ac- 
curately by ordinary objects,” Major 
Segrave said in a Daily Mail inter- 
view. “The flags marking the course 
are merely one blurred line. The tim- 
ing posts are too far away to be 
visible at the start and when you get 
near to them they simply jump at 
you. This new method of steering 
should be of enormous assistance to 
me in my .attempt.” 

Between each pair of posts will be 
an electrical. timing strip, lying flat 
on the sand. The ordinar, stopwatch 
being much too inaccurate for such 
speeds, a special electrical timing de- 
vice must be used.

First: A motion picture chairman 
with a-committee of four (when pos- 
sible) for every association. 

Second: Every association to pur- 
chase for its motion picture chairman 
from the national office the blue book, 
outlining the national plan and giving 
lists of pictures with markings as to 
their suitability. Price 15c. : 

Third: Every motion picture chair- 
man to carefully study the plans in 
the Blue Book, marked “committee 
plans” so as to more intelligently 
carry out the national and state poli- 
cies. 

Fourth: Every motion picture 
chairman to cooperate in a friendly, 
tactful way with theater managers, 
especially community theaters. To 
encourage a family night at these 
theaters, preferably Friday night, 
when the pictures shown will be suit- 
able for dad, mother and the children. 
To urge that pictures shown on Sat- 
urday be of the same type. To tact- 
fully place the national blue book in 
the hands of community theater man- 
agers. To quietly, when necessary, 
voice an obiection to an undesirable 
picture, letting the manager know 
the entire association appreciates his 
efforts in helping to raise the stand- 
ards im this form of entertainment in 
their respective communities.

SUN BATHS AND AIR BATHS 
ARE VALUABLE TO EVERYONE. 


Air Baths. 


The importance to the health of a 
daily water scrub and cleansing bath, 
followed by a cold shower (for most) 
is pretty generally known. In late 
years, the importance of sun baths 
is gaining wide reeognition. But not 
many realize that air baths are also 
of value, In fact, probably a large 
part of the valuable sunlight baths 
is the air bath which it entails. 


Not all of us are situated so we 
ean take air baths of any duration, but 
by a little thought we can get short 
ones, After our scrub and cold show- 
er, for instance, many things can be 
done in the nude before dressing— 
teeth brushed, nails manicured, shaved 
(if we're men), three to five minutes 
of brushing and massaging the scalp, 
ete. Our setting up exercise time can 
also be utilized. 

The value of the air bath for those 
suffering from pulmonary (lung) tu- 
berculosis in which the direct sun- 
light or artificial sunlight is not ad- 
visable, in most cases, is written up 
by Dr. KE. 8. Bullock in the Journal 
of the Outdoor Life, as follows: 


*. . « But air baths, let me be 
equally emphatic, are of great im- 
portance, and the time will certainly 
come when, in favorable located in- 
stitutions at all times of the year, and 
in others less favorably situated part 
of the year, our tuberculosis patients 
will be stripped of all clothing but a 
breech-cloth and given air baths. Pa- 
tients so exposed do not take cold 
easily, are not so dependent upon 
artificial heat, appear better, feel bet- 
fer, eat better, and, briefly, recover 
faster and more surely.”

It is due to the water balance 
factor, Sometimes tissues hold water 
(especially if salty foods are taken) 
and of course this weighs. Those who 
are dieting to reduce must not become 
discouraged by this water retention. 
The tissues will soon give it up and 
they will be surprised in a day or so 
at a greater loss than was expected, 
for the daily loss of fat will also 
register. 


It is true that the endocrines (the 
ductless glands) are not functioning 
properly in some eases of excess 
weight, and that makes it harder; 
but it is my belief that the glands 
also have been disturbed by the un- 
balanced, excessive diet. 


Now, Mrs. M.. I look you right in 
the eve, and kindly but firmly tell 
you that you eannot live-on 1.200 (. 
a day for 24 «lays, with your activi- 
ties or without them, and not lose any 
weight. Absolutely impossible. For 
your internal activities—the beating 
of your heart, the flow of your blood. 
yeur respiration, your digestion, would 
use more than 1,200 calories daily. 
So try again, remembering what I 
have said. Another point to remem- 
ber is to have the same type of meals 
and at the same hours of the day be- 
for the official weighing, that you 
did the week previous.

SUPREME COURT HEARS 
MANLEY CASE DEC. 3 


Washington, October 22.— (4) — 
Chief Justice Taft announced today 
that the supreme court had examined 
the brief submitted by W. D. Manley, 
formerly president of the Farmers and 
Traders’ bank at Atlanta, Ge., sub- 
mitted to show that his appeal from 
his conviction for having caused the 
fraudulent insolvency of the bank was 
properly before the court, and that it 
found that he had shown probable 
jurisdiction. 

This means that the case will now 
be heard on appeal when reached, and 
that it seems to be within the rule 
controlling the jurisdiction of the 
court. Manley is challenging the con- 
stitutionality of the section of the 
Georgia banking law under which he 
was convicted. 

The supreme court today issued or- 
ders advancing the Manley case for 
hearing on December 3. 

W. D. Manley, former president of 
the defunct Bankers’ Trust company. 
was convicted and sentenced to 9 
to 10 years on charges of frauduient 
insolvency in the crash of the Farmers 
and Traders’ bank, of which he was 
the head. The superior court trial of 
November, 1927, was followed by the 
denial of a motion for a new hearing, 
and the state supreme court also de- 
nied a new trial to Manley. The case 
was then carried up to the United 
States supreme court. 

At liberty under bond pending the 
action of the high court on his ap- 
peal, Manley has remained in his 
Pace’s Ferry road home constantly 
under the care of physicians, it was 
said. An effort by Solicitor-General 
John A. Boykin several months ago to 
try Manley on another of the indict- 
ments pending against the ex-banker 
was defeated by pleas that Manley’s 
life would be imperiled by a lengthy 
court trial.

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Senator in Dalias Replies to 


_ fon on Hoover. 
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Dallas, Texas, October 22.—()— 
Governor Smith was declared to have 
“changed his mind frequently” dur- 
ing the campaign on several of the 
leading issues of the presidential con- 
test by Senator William E. Borah, of 
Idaho, tonight in an appeal to the 
electorate of the Lone Star state to 
support Herbert Hoover. 

Keplying to the charge of the demo- 
cratic . Il nominee that he 
had “about faced” in supporting Hoo- 
ver, the senator in a speech prepared 
for delivery at the Fair Park audito- 
rium here charged Governor Smith 
with having reversed his views on the 
“open saloon,” the St. Lawrence wa- 
terway, the protective tariff, immi- 
gration restriction and the farm equal- 
iza fee. 

The governor in his speech at Chi- 
eago last Friday had declared that 
Borah had assailed Hoover in 1919 
in the senate and now was the repub- 
lican candidate’s “leading spokesman.” 

‘Says Hoover Improves. 

“He (Governor Smith) says I criti- 
cized Hoover then,” the senator said, 
“and 1 am supporting him now. Ii 
that be true, it simply shows that Mr. 
Hoover improves with acquaintance. 
The longér you know him, the more 
d ou respect and trust - him. 
That perhaps, accounts for the fact 
that he has been the most thoroughly 
“trusted man by those who know him 
best, m1 many respects, of this genera- 
tion; . ... that accounts for the 
trust that will be reposed in him on 
the sixth of November.” 

Faking up his charge of the 
“changes of views” of Governor Smith, 
Senator Borah declared that “eight or 
ten years ago the governor was the de- 
fender of the open salgon and he says 
now he has changed his mind. Before 
the campaign he denounced the Bt. 
Lawrence waterway and now says he 
is ready to change his mind.” 

Cites Smith Changes. 

“Four years ago he denounced the 
protective tariff system,’ Mr. Borah 
continued, “as a cold-blooded holdup 
and plundering of the American peo- 
ple.. He now says it is a good thing 
and the only trouble is that we have 
not had enough of it. He only found 
it out twenty days before the election. 
I would be inclined to think he was 
playing politics. 

“Two years ago he _ declared 
emphatically against immigration re- 
strictions and he now gives evidence 
of mental pangs which 
change of view. 

“Last July he approved of a declara- 
tion to the effect that the McNary- 
Haugen bill rested upon a fundamental 
fallacy. What is his view now? 

“Rut there are two propositions, 
Borah concluded, “upon which the 
governor has shown great tenacity of 

urpose and great firmness of mind— 
his objection to the control of_ the 
liquor traffic and his devotion to Tam- 
many Hall.”

English Cotton Industry 
Weekly Review 


Manchester, England, October 12.— 
(By Mail.)—The state of trade in the 


Lancashire cotton spinning and manu- 
facturing industry continues to im- 
prove, and it is probable that at the 
moment more machinery is working 
than has been the case for some 
months back. Manufacturers have re- 
cently met with a larger inquiry in 
piece goods with the result that in 
many instances order lists have been 
extended to the end of the year. All 
makers, of course, have not benefited 
from the increased demand, but gen- 
erally speaking producers have been 
able to k orders on a freer scale. 
As a result quotations for yarn and 
cloth have been firmer. — Full rates 
have had to be paid for anything 
wanted quickly. 

One of the features of the market 
has been the larger inquiry for the 
heme trade. A wide range of cloths 
have been wanted chiefly in fine ¢ab- 
rics and specialty makes and some 
encouraging transactions have been 
recorded. It is very evident that 
clearances from the wholesale estab- 
lishments have been on a larger scale 
and btivers have boen compelled. to 
replenish their supplies. There has 
been a bigger business done in cot- 
ton and artificial silk mixed fabrics. 
There is no doubt that the artificial 
silk exhibition being held in Man- 
chester has interested the buying pub- 
lic to a greater extent ip this rapid- 
ly developing industry and there is 
every reson to expect a broadening 
business being done in the near fu- 
ture both for home use and export. 
Most of the demand has been for cot- 
ton fabries containing a large per- 
centage of artificial silk and some 
wondrous cloths are being produced 


Shippers Pleased. 

Business in cotton piece goods has 
been helped by the greater steadiness 
in raw material rates, There was 
some apprehension as to a possible dis- 
turbance of prices as a result of the 
American crop report which was pub- 
lished on Monday. ‘The statement, as 
already known, was bullish and values 
hardened. In the circumstances, many 


shippers and merchants are _ pleased 
at this development,.and if the higher 
rahnze of values is maintained there 
will be no difficulty in clearing the

chester buyers for once have adopted 
the right policy, and at the time the 
bureau report was issued many lead- 
in,;; operators had committed them- 
selves months ahead in anticipation 
of » rise in ‘prices.

More business 
will undoubtedly follo v. Transactions 
in grey shirtings remain difficult to 
arrange, but rather more business has 
been done in fine fabrics. There has 
also been more inquiry for Karachi, 
Cawnpore and Delhi. 

Shanghai Prices Gain. 


There has been a general improve- 
meut in prices at the Shanghai auc- 
tions and larger quantities have been 
cleared. I'resh buying on this side has 
been recorded in printed and dyed 
goods and grey and white shirtings. 
The improved demand for Egypt and 
the Levant has been maintained and 
although many of the bids have been 
unworkable some fair transactions 
have been recorded. Buyers for South 
America have given out fair orders in 
printiug and finishing styles. Manu- 
facturers generally continue in a more 
cheerful frame of mind and as a result 
of the business done during the past 
few weeks, Jow offers are being turned 
down without hesitation. 

Quotations for American yarns have 
been firmer than for some time past. 
The better undercurrent of demand 
has continued and full rates have had 
to be paid for prompt delivery. Pro- 
duction remains about the same as 
last week. There has been more ac- 
tivity in shipping yarns and some very 
fair sales have taken place in twofolds 
for India. The improvement in the de- 
mand for Egyptian yarns has enabled 
some firms in Bolton and district to 
restart idle machinery.
